Tho new Home, a lepreaentation of 
which apncara on the front page, is situ- 
ated in a lovely and secluded spot at Park- 
dale. It ia within ons minute's walk of 
tbe railway station beariog that name, and 
three minutes from two lines of electric 
cars. Its commnnication with tbe city is 
therefore perfeoi, while on tbe other band, 
it oBere all that privacy and change from 
ciiy h'fe which is so esaanlial to tha ehar- 
aclei of ihe work. The house elanile in 
two acres of land, bounded on the south 
aide by tbe lake, tbe views over which, 
from the windows, are brantifol in the ex- 
treme. Tho situation ia ooe where all 
nature combmes to assist na in our efforts 
to blesa those who come under our 
influanoe. 

Tha house itself is a spooious manaion, 
snbecaniiaUy built, and in excellent repiur. 
It oomprixea sixteen large rooms, two of 
which ore capable of aooommodating tbe 
best part of 100 peraons each. One of 
these will be tha reading and tbe work 
room, the othtr tbe dining room. There 
are also airy apartments in tha basement ; 



Cbioken Farm, which Mrs. Booth is start- 
ing. 

Nearly one-half of tba land will be kept 
for this purpose, suitable booses, soma of 
which were already standing, aod others 
whiob have been put up by onrselvea, will 
house our poultry for the winter. Thay 
will be fitted on the improved style. 
" Buna " will be provided for them under 
cover, and they will be assisted in Ibe 
eisroise ol their little limbs by sundry 
other gjmnaatia appliances. Anonge- 
msnts will be made tor beating tbe vari- 
ous houses. 



The leathered tribe will be divided into' 
four classes. First there will bs the 
chickens in embryo, or ^g form; Ihsae 
will be found in the Incubating Housei 
where the Incubator ia at work developing

They will then be 
classed with tribe namber four, and pus

It will be obserred that tha 
emplojrment of the girls in looking after 
the ehiekens, especially the yosng ones, 
will be a very pleasant, interesting and 
eoitahle indusny for them.
